White House Secret “Tar Baby” Policy 
For Africa Is Exposed In Memorandum 


WASHINGTON — A secret 
White House document and 
other sources indicate that 
the U.S. has adopted an 
African policy which accepts 
continued white-racist rule in 
Southern Africa. 

The policy, called ‘Tar 
Baby” by ite House and 
State Department officials, 
provides for the gradual 
relaxing of “political isolation 
and economic restrictions on 
the white states.” 

“The whites are here tostay 
and the only way’ that con- 
structive change can come is 
through them," says the 
memorandum, a copy of 
which was made available to 
the NNPA. “There is no hope 
for the blacks to gain the 
political rights they seek 
through violence, which will 
only lead to chaos and in- 
creased opportunities for the 
communists," the memo 


asserts. 
“We can by selective 


relaxation of our stance 
toward the white regimes, en- 
courage some modification of 
their current racial and 
colonial policies afd through 
more substantial economic 
assistance to the black 
states. . help to draw the two 
groups together and exert 
some influence on both for 
peaceful change,” it con- 
tinues. 

“Our tangible interests 
form a basis for our contacts 
in the region and these ‘can 
be maintained at an ac- 
ceptable cost,” it adds. 

The “tar baby” policy is 
contained in Option 2 of the 
secret document, which 
outlines several alternatives. 
Sources indicate that this op- 
tion, found in a National 
Security Council Decision 
Memorandum, was adopted 
by President Nixon in 1970. 

Option 2 accepts, “at least 
over a three-to-five-year 
period, the prospect of 


Chairman of Congressional Black Caucus

That is exactly what he did in Cincinnati, almost harking

Drive On To Bring Black 
Physicians To Cleveland

\ Black doctors, in this age 

of science and Civil Rights 
are still very much of a rarity 
in the United States. Black 
youths faced with old 
prejudices and a shortage of 
funds for expensive medical 
schools have steered their 
education toward different 
professions which are. often 
easier to break into. 

Though the shortage of 
black physicians is felt 
throughout the nation, 
Cleveland- has the unique 
problem of actually losing 
black doctors over the same 
period of time in which of the 
numbers have increased 
nationally. A Task Force for- 
med by the Metropolitan 
Health Planning Corporation 
(MHPC) in 1970 to study the 
problems of black physicians 
here reported that ‘as of 
December 1970, there were 
76 black physicians in the 
county.” 

Dr. |. Oscar Weissman, 
consultant in Health Affairs 
for .MHPC. reported that 
presently there are only 63 
black physicians practicing 
in the Cleveland Metropotitan 
area. There are several 
reasons for the decrease. 

At the time of the Task 
Force report one - quarter of 
the black doctors in 
Cleveland were over 70 years 


The medical school, unlike 
many other graduate 
divisions, tries to avoid 
student attrition Associate 
Dean Willie Williams ex- 
plained. ‘‘The selection 
procedure is such that we 
feel those who are accepted 
can make it academically and 
ewe try to support them so 
they will finish,” he said. The 
medical-school has tost only 
two students for academic 
reasons since 1968. Dr. 
Williams said, and they had 
the option to return. 

Though the Cleveland 


Community Committee on 
Black Physicians is apparen- 
tly a one - of - a - kind effort 
in a major city, there is a 
national organization concer- 
ned with the shortage of 
black doctors. Known as 
Project 75, it is funded by the 
Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity and run by the National 
Medical Association. The 
project hoped at its inception 
in 1970 to increase minority 
enrollment in medical 
schools to a census - based 
minimum of 12 per cent by 
1975.

black worker to shy away 
from “high risk'’ and com- 
mission-type jobs. 

Fletcher further, commen- 
ted on the low numbers. of 
black construction workers 
and firms in the Cleveland 
area, charging that the labor 
unions and poor school 
orientation were responsible 
for the low percentage of 
blacks in the local. industry 


* He cited Atlanta and Wash-. 


ington, D.C. as model cities 
which have. provided 
sustained participation of 
black youths in the construc- 
tion industry. 

Discussing the federal EEO 
legislation, and its impor- 
tance to the recruiting of 
minority workers, Fletcher 
stressed the need to act in 
compliance with these 
regulations in order to gain 
maximum use of all available 
brain powers. “If the U.S. fails 
to produce a fine work 
force,"’ warned Fletcher, 
“then by the year 2000 we will 
be lost .. as an industrial 
nation.”

The Task Force 
reported that black 
physicians failed to locate in 
Cleveland because’ of “dif- 
‘ficulties in obtaining training 
opportunities -and hospital 
privileges.” 

The report went on te state 
that another problem affec- 
ting the supply of black 
physicians in the area was 
the “lack of opportunity for 
black students to; attend 
medical school,” The report 
concluded that in order to 
reverse the trend of 
diminishing numbers of black 
physicians, an active recruit- 
ment program ‘should be 
established to encourage 
more minority doctors to 
practice here. 

Such a campaign is now 
underway headed by the 
Community Committee on 
Black Physicians of which 
School Board President, Ar- 
nold Pinkney is the chairman. 

The Committee, which 
received a grant of $10,000 
from —the—Clevetand—Foun- 
dation is now able to bring 
doctors to Cleveland and pay 
their expenses while they 
tour local medical facilities 
which have openings in their 
field of specialization, The 
fledgling committee has 
bright, engaging brochures, 
extolling the virtues of this 
city, which are presently 
being mailed to doctors in 
their final years Of residency. 

So far only one prospective 
doctor has actually come to 
the city to be wined and 
dined by other doctors on the 
committee. Several other 
responses have come 
through the mail, however, 
from those who would like to 
come on completion of their 
residency. 

Dr. Weissman reported that 
all of the large hospitals bet- 
ween the East Coast and St.

The Commission was established by 
Title Vil of the 1964 Equal Rights Act 
which former President Lyndon 8. 
Johnson signed into law on July 2, 
calling it “a milestone in American 
progress toward full justice for all 
citizens.” ‘ 

in its original torm, Title Vil 
established a five-member, bi-partisan 
Commission with responsibility for 
eliminating job discrimination based on 
color, race, religion, sex and national 
origin; gave the Commission authority 


to investigate charges of discrimination 
and to attempt to resolve them through 
conciliation and persuasion; and 
covered private employees and unions 
with 100 or more employees or mem- 
bers. 

The commission opened its doors in 
July 1965, exactly one year after 
passage of the 1984 Civil Rights Act. It 
soon became apparent that the Com- 
mission needed additional clout to suc- 
cessfully enforce the EEO law. 

Finally, in 1972, Congress gave the 
Commission the authority to file suits in 
Federal District Court against private 
employers and unions if all other ap- 
proaches to compliance failed. The 
Commission's jurisdictional coverage 
also was expanded to include state and 
local governments and educational in- 
stitutions, as well as employers and 
unions with 15 of more employees or 
members. ° 

Today, the Commission's jurisdiction 
covers some 63 million workers — more 
than 75 percent of the nation’s work 
force ~ and it has sole authority to in- 
vestigate and act on pattern or practice 
charges of discrimination in the private 
sector. 

Primary co-sponsors.of the Cleveland 
meetings are the Businessmen's In- 
terracial Committee on Community Af- 
fairs and the Metropolitan Job Council, 
two organizations that have been in the 
forefront of Cleveland efforts. 

Undoubtedly, thee program has not 
been-a-complete- success. The rate of 
unemployment for minority groups is 
still distressingly high, but the 
seminars, we hope will produce new 
ideas and new techniques that should 
open more employment woors, 
especially at this time, in the nation's 
history when far too many leaders are 
inclined to believe that inflation can 
stand “a little more unemployment.” 

To the initiated in the civic rights 
movéinent, this always means that 
minority workers are the first to be 
found expendable.

Development Act Forums 


Questioned By Citizens 


The Columbus. Development. Depart. 
ment, directed by N. Jack Huddle, is 
responsible for the implementation of 
the newly enacted federal Community 
Development Act of 1974 

Under the act, the Federal Govern- 
ment is scheduled to funnel $52 million 
in Housing and Comumunity develop- 
ment funds into the City of Columbus 
Over the next six year period. 

Though the Development Department 
will have the final say as to how, when, 
where and for what the funds will be ex- 
pended, one of the vital stipulations in 
the act is that citizens must be permit- 
ted a definite input concerning how the 
Program is conducted 

in view of this fact, Director Huddle 
has set up a series of public forums 
designed to permit the citizenry to point 
Out areas in which they think there is 
the greatest need for assistance 

There is suspicion, however. on the 
Part of many citizens that the forums 
may represent little more than a 


charade or subterfuge on the part of 
Development Department officials. 
There is some belief that the program 
has already been firmed up and that 
what citizens say or do will have little or 
no impact. i 

A final report on the Columbus 
Proposal is slated to be delivered to the 
U.S, Department of Housihg and Urban 
Development by the end of December 
of this year The time-is_growing-short. 
if games are being played, it would 
seem that there is little or no time to be 
expended on such absurd activity. 

Only Director Huddle and the 
Development Department has the real 
answer as to whether the suspicions 
and beliefs being expressed by some 
people are valid. 

If citizen proposals are to have no in- 
fluence on the ultimate package, then 
this fact should be stated openly. The 
situation in many of our communities is 
$0 critical that there is absolutely no 
room for the wasting of time and effort.

So, ite how big our Democratic 
is or re we have nothing to 
our political activities 
in Ohio. Other minorities that are not 
SURE, on or before election day, are 
getting all the attention and the plums. 
it Should be obvious to us by now 
that we are playing the game wrong. 
The unity we were fornina during the 
Stokes years, was dissipated by per- 
sonal wrangling and petty jealousies. 
While we were battling among our- 
selves, the other side was laughing at 
us and taking advantage of our 
ignorance. We are pitifully begging for

Lack of Moral Leadership 


The tack of moral teadership from the 
White House in the area of civil rights 
for minority citizens, so callously 
demonstrated under the administfation 
of former President Richard ‘Nixon 
seems now to have continuity under 
President Gerald Ford, if not in whole, 
then certainly in part, if we are to take 
at face value his recent press con- 
ference. statement disagreeing with-a 
court order on busing at a time when- 
bigoted Bostonians were resisting such 
an order by violence. 

The statement came as a shock to 
black leaders in and out of Congress, 
especially since it Was made less than 
24 hours after a lone black man was 
assaulted by a mob of whites on the 
streets of South Boston and after con- 
tinuous abuse and violence directed at 
black children, and while a harassed 
Boston mayor was appealing in vain tor 
federal intervention. 

It would almost seem that President 
Ford is impelled by a political death 
wish. On numerous occasions since he 
was-appointed-to the Vice-Presidency, 
Ford has stated publicly that he had no 
ambitions to become president. Then, 
when the downfall of Richard Nixon for- 
ced him to the presidency, and a 
relieved nation was hailing him as its 


“Mister Clean”, he p to throw 
consternation into the ranks of a 
revived Republican Party by announ- 


cing the unconditional (and extremely 
unpopular) pardon of the former 
president. 

Even then, most Americans were 
willing to accept his explanation that 
pure compassion, and nothing elses, 
motivated his pardon to his former 
friend and benefactor, and those 
beleaguered Republican candidates 
who must face the electorate come

Starting from the principle that the economy 
belongs to the people and that the burden of inflation 
should not be borne by those least able to afford it, 
the meeting reminded policy-makers that while

While the official government-sponsored meetings 
on the economy failed to come up-with a consensus 
behind realistic plans to get the economy moving in 
the right direction, this group of some 60 black 
leaders representing organizations with a con- 
stituency of over 6 million people did so. 

The meeting called for, among other things, tax 
reform to relieve inequities in the tax system, reor- 
dered budget priorities to make tax dollars go farther, 
an immediate public service employment program of 
one million jobs, lower interest rates for priority needs 
such as housing, and) many others, including the 
cashing out of food stamp benefits now claimed by 
only a third of those eligible for them. 

Aside from the economic recommendations drawn 
up by the meeting, thefe are two very significant fac- 
tors relating to this gathering of black leadership.

Something is radically 
wrong with the philosophy of 
the justice we look to as fair 
to everyone: The only trouble 
with that fair justice is that 
men bend it to suit them- 
selves. 

No doubt everything was 
legal—legal is the course of 
action by a ‘body of men in 
legislative action, but. that 
does not hold with the 
philosophy of justice. 

It occurs to me that there 
was a determination to get 
that black boy for killing a 
white woman as he was 
alleged to have done, so it 
too conveniently came to 
pass that time was bided until 
his 18th birthday and then the 
book of revenge would be 
thrown at him and that was 
just what ‘happened. 

if he was considered the 
guilty party, he should have 
been tried when apprehen- 
ded and not have to play a 
role in that travesty of the 
philosophy of justice by 
waiting until the sun had 
rolled around to his birthday 
position and then! go through 
the formality of a trial.

Our -individual and collec- 
tive experiences are 
testimony to the fact that 
om opportunity as a realty 
still. eludes great numbers of 
the citizenry of this Nation.

Urged To File Ins. Claims 


Cleveland, Ohio: Medicare 
beneficiaries are urged to file 
all medical insurance claims 
for services received from 
Otober 1, 1972, through Sep- 
tember 30, 1973, before the 
deadline of December 31, 
1974, William P. Barker, area 
director for Social Security 
announced today. He sug- 
gested that mailing such 
claims now was preferable to 
avoid the holiday mail rush 
which will come soon. 

Under the Medicare law, 
claims tor services provided 
within the October '72 - Sep- 
tember '73 period cannot be 
reimbursed when received af- 
ter year-end 1974. 

Barker also explained that 
a carry - over rule applicable 
to the medical insurance part 
of Medicare also allows 
claims for services performed 
in the final three months of 
each calendar year to count 
toward the $60 annual 
deductible for that year as 
well as the following year. 

Even though a Medicare 
patient hasn't reached his 
$60 deductible, he should 
send in all of his bills now. 
Thus his record is updated so 
that prompt service can be 
rendered on subsequent 
claims. 

Barker invited Medicare 
beneficiaries to visit a Social 
Security Office or call 251- 
8400 if they need assistance 
in completing claims. This 
especially applies to those 
people receiving Social 
Security: Disability Payments

Stress in our lives can be 
either —constructive or 
destructive. If we push our- 
selves to achieve, fairly and 
with our own-talent - not at 
the expense of the other guy - 
think that kind of stress is 
healthy. If we are reacting 
solely to fear, and doing this 
chronically, then | think such 
stress is destructuve. 

Why do | qualify the 
foregoing with the word 
“chronically?” Let me ex- 
plain: 

“Sticky Platelets" 

At Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, nutrition 
researcher Dr. Robert Lees 
has advanced a hypothesis 
regarding “sticky Platelets.” 
It is his belief that “sticky 
Platelets” in the blood may 
promote heart disease. That 
blood platelets have become 
“sticky” means they are more 
ready to clot. It is often a clot 
in the coronary ery which 
is the cause of a heart attack. 

“Sticky platelets” in the 
blood are part of the body's 
response to threat. When we 
are aroused by fear or 

‘ , our adrenal glands 
produce more epinephrine 
(or—adrenalin)- and this in- 
creases the ability of our 
blood to clot.

This is a simple point for us 
to understand. And today, 
fear or any kind of stress has 
the same effect. The trouble 
is, the-.warrior reacted to 
stress both through body 
Preparation and physical ac- 
tion. Presumably he 
weathered the ordeal, as 
does today's: athlete, for 
example, because the stress 
does not go on and on, 
perhaps unreacted-to. 

But many of our people are 
subject to daily stress which 
charges them up and then 
they cannot ease their 
feelings through action. And 
if this is chronic, they may 
well be laying the way for 
blood clotting that could lead 
to heart attack. 

So, don't scare yourself to 
death with pressures. Adopt 
the question suggested Me 
some heart researchers “Will 
it be important five years from 
now?"

Senate Group Upholds Civil Rights Act 


WASHINGTON--(NBNS)-- 
The Senate Appropriations 
Committee has thwarted the 
latest congressional effort to 
undermine the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 by prohibiting the 
cutoff of federal funds to 
local schoo! systems that dis- 
obey desegregation orders. 

The ‘Appropriations sub- 
committee headed by Sen. 
Warren G. Magnuson (D- 
Wash.) knocked out of a sup- 
plemental appropriations bill 
the anti-cutoff amendment 
sponsored in the House by 
Rep. Marjorie S. Holt (R-Md.) 
and approved over- 
whelmingly by the House of 
Representatives. 

Opponents _ of 
amendment had pointed out 
that it would nullify Title Six 
of the Civil Rights Act, which 


the Holt. 


-authorized the Department of 


Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to enforce school de- 
segregation, 

Rep. Holt had contended 
that her amendment would 
fight “a new racism. which 
operated _in-_the—quise—of 
government policy, classifies 
individuals according to race 
and imposes racial quotas on 
institutions of many kinds.” 

The House of Represent- 
atives voted 220 to 169 in 
favor of her amendment. 

Rep. Parren J. Mitchell (D- 
Md.), the only black 
congressman from Mrs. 
Holt’s state, opposed her 
amendment, calling it “in- 
sane,” It will gut enforcement 
of desegregation,” he Said. 

The amendment, which 
was deleted in an executive 


session of the Appropriations 
subcommittee, provided that 
none of the $5.8 billion in the 
HEW appropriations bill 
could be used to force a 
school system. ‘as a con- 


dition for .receiving grants 
and other benefits’ to 
classify teachers or students 
by race, religion or national 
origin. 


“This past September 


unemployment is steadily 
rising.

The pairing of American 
cities with those of foreign 
lands-under a concept called 
the sister city plan became an 
economic reality for 
Cleveland last week as Dr. 
L.O. Asseez, mayor of Ibadan, 
Nigeria, visited Cleveland to 
talk to businessmen about in- 
vesting in. Nigeria_or .pur- 
chasing products his country 
has available for expdrt. 

During his whirlwind round 
of talks, dinners and recep- 
tions, Mayor Asseez, a 
geologist who earned a Doc- 
torate at Michigan State 
University, was received by 
Cleveland City Council. 

The Council resolved itself 
into a committee-of-the- 
whole, an action which per- 
mitted Mayor Asseez to ad- 
dress Cleveland's legislative 
body. 

In Ibadan, Mayor Asseez

serves as head of his 50 man 
city council in addition to 
being mayor. He also is a part 
time’college professor and is 
the promoter and part owner 
of Construction Aggregates 
(Nig.) Ltd. 

During his Cleveland visit 
he was honored with a din-

He was also feted by the 
Greater Cleveland Growth 
Association with a luncheon 
at the Clevelander Club. 

Wherever he went he 
spoke of the national 
Nigerian effort to improve the

Mayor Asseez said 
because of the commitment,

Under Richard 
Nixon the policy of tolerating 
increased unemployment not 
only returned, it was con- 
verted into an open policy of 
promoting increased unem- 
ployment as a presumed anti- 
inflation measure.”
